It Is possible that Influenza ir«y
ha\e brought about the whole dlffi-
4 ulty, for both Mr. Lloyd George and
Lord Curzon are ill. if either the
Premier or the Foreign Minister had
been active in Whitehall yesterday, it
is surmised that to-day Mr. Montagu
never would have published the tele-
gram from Lord Reading. But the fat
is in the fire now.

Mar Involve Coalition.

Londo.v, March 9 (Associated Press)..
The Indian crisis, precipitated by the
Indian Goverment's note appealing for
Turke> * rights, which has developed a

sensation, threatens to Involve the Prime
Minister and the coalition in still graver
difficulties.

Premier Lloyd George, in accepting
Air. .Montagu's resignation, charged him
"without being urged by any pressing
necessity" and without consulting his
«olleugues, with publishing a statement
the importance of which extends far
beyond the frontiers of India or "the
responsibilities of your office."

The Premier adds that the right of
the Government of India to state their
views has never been disputed, but if
the Go\ernments of the Empire claimed
liberty to publish individual declarations
vitally affecting the relations of the
¦whole Empire with foreign Powers, the
unity of British foreign policy would be
broken and the very existence of the
empire jeopardized.

1 he resignation of Mr. Montagu was

Announced in the House of Commons
by Mr. Chamberlain, who said he un-
.lerstood the telegram sent to Secre-
tary Montagu from the Government of
India, setting forth the feeling in India
regarding the necessity for revision of
tht. Treaty of Sevres between Turkey
<md the Allies, and the allied evacua¬
tion of Constantinople and the restora¬
tion of Thrace. Adrianople and Smyrna,
was made public by the Indian Govern¬
ment with only Mr. Montagu's sanction,
Jio other Minister having been consulted
regarding it. j

Regarding the publication of Lord
Reading's dispatch, Mr. Chamberlain
r.dded: "That publication in India was
wuthorized by the Secretary of State
nnd has led to his resignation, on the
grounds of Cabinet responsibility and
Imperial policy, which I have described
to the House.

"The publication of such a pronounce¬
ment of policy, without consultation of
the Cabinet and without their consent."
he added, "raised a different question,
¦which was all the more Important be-
cause of the conference Just about to
meet in Paris, where it seems there is a
fair prospect that in concert with our
jillies we shall be able to lay the basis
for peace between the Turks and the
Greeks."

Treaty Retla With Power*.

¦Mr. Chamberlain said that when
Foreign Secretary Marquis Curzon goes
to Paris to discuss the Near Eastern
settlement with the French and Italian
Foreign Ministers it would be his object
to reach a solution equitable to all
parties.

"Due weight will bo given by him,"
Mr. Chamberlain said, "to the opinions
of the Indians and Mohammedans as

expressed by the Government of India,
but I cannot hold myself down to accept
*ny solution put forward by that Gov¬
ernment irrespective of its relation to
the problem as a whole. Responsibility
for revision of the treaty of Sevres and
the conclusion of peace In the Near
East rests with the allied Powers in
combination."
Mr. Chamberlain maijo the point that

Lord Reading's dispatch should have
been regarded as confidential. This,
too. Is the main grievance of the Eng¬
lish press, which has condemned not the
contents of the dispatch but the publi-
cation of what, it is claimed, gives the!
Indian extremists a new lever .to he
used In their anti-Government cam¬

paign. and at a time when the situation
In India was causing much concern.

It is generally understood that Lord
Reading, desiring to publish the offend¬
ing document, sought permission of the
secretary for India, who technically is
his superior, to make the statement
public in India. Mr. Montagu without
consulting the Cabinet, and while the
Prime Minister was confined to his ?

room ill, gave permission, and Lord
Reading had the statement published in
India, from which country it was tele¬
graphed through the ordinary channels
to the British press. Mr. Montagu's
Cabinet colleague* take the ground that
he should have withheld permission.
A Btory is current that the Prime Min¬

ister while lying In bed looking over the
morning papers was amazed to reud
the India document. He immediately
summoned Secretary Montagu ami
other Ministers to Downing Street. Lord
High Chancellor Birkenhead. Austen
Chamberlain and Mr. Churchill consid-
< red the matter with the Premier, and
it was unanimously decided that Mi.
Montagu could not properly retain ofV
flee. Thereupon th^ Premier sent to
Mr. Montagu a formal request for hU
resignation.

It is understood that the remaining
members cf the Cabinet later indorsed
the action taken/ they holding the vlaw
that Mr. Monyigu was not entitled to
permit publication, with every appear-
a nee of Gover nment sanction, of a doc¬
ument advocating a deliberate reversal
of a poll, y/ undertaken In concert with
Great Britain* allies.

MORE HELP URGED
FOR WAR'S VICTIMS

Woman Says Conditions of
Disabled in X. Y. Are

'Truly Terrible.'

Col. Forbes Says There Is
Immediate Need for

2,100 Beds.

4,000 MEX REQUIRE CAREj
House Committee Hears Pleas
of Legion and Soldier Bodies

for Langley Bill.

Washington, D. t'.. March 9. (
Officials of the American Legion and

other soldier aid organizations ap¬
peared before the House Committee
on Buildings and Grounds to-day, urg¬
ing greater appropriations to provide
proper care for the 4,000 world war
veterans who are suffering with tuber¬
culosis and neuropsychiatry disability.
The conditions in New York were

described as deplorable and pitiable.
The committee was considering the

Langley bill, authorizing an expendi¬
ture by the Government of $16,000,000
to provide adequate hospital facilities
for war veterans. The measure pro¬
vides, among other things, that the
disabled ex-service man in the army
and navy would receive care and treat-
ment directly administered under gov¬
ernmental supervision.

Col. Charles R. Forbes, director of the
Veterans' Bureau, was a witness. He
emphasized that the fear of fire is upper¬
most in the minds of most of the officials
who are entrusted with the care of pa¬
tients housed in the cantonment type of
hospitals. He called for the building of
fireproof structures.

Cantonments Fire Trap*.
"Some of these cantonment structures

are mere fire traps," said Col. Forbes.
"Fox Hill Hospital was perhaps the
most glaring instance of such construc¬
tion, and we closed it the other day. We
are afraid that some of these days one
of these cantonment hospital structures
will catch fire and some of the men will
Joae their lives. This would be a national
disgrace which we all wish to avoid."

Tn describing the situation In New-
York State, Col. Forbes said there was
immediate need of 2,100 beds to care for
patients. Mental cases needed 1,000 beds,
general medical eases 600 beds and
tuberculosis cases 500 to 600 beds.
At Rhinebeck. N. V., the director said,

the bureau intends to have a tuberculosis
hospital. Negotiations are now under'
way to this end, and lie expressed the
opinion that the House committee should
lend its support to the undertaking.

Director Forbes said lie preferred to
inspect the situation in New York before
giving the committee any facts as to
tlie condition of the veterans there. He
was leaving this afternoon, he stated, to
make a complete canvass.

Representative Hamilton Fish, who is
an ex-service man, supporting the Amer-
lean Lesion's request for additional lios-
pitais, said that conditions In New York
State were deplorable.

"There Is not properly speaking a

single t?ed in New York city for the
tuberoular patient," he said. "The ap¬
propriations made by Congress for the
purchase and construction of hospitals
have been wasted and nothing whatever
has been done for the tubercular or

neuropsychiatry."
Some Driven to Death. She ftaya.
"The men blame the Federal Govern¬

ment." said Miss Frances Rogers, presi¬
dent of the Soldiers and Sailors Club of
New York. "While you are debating
what to do the men are dying. Many of
them fire In such shape that they go
crazy and suicide eeems to be the best
way to end their sad existence."

Miss Rogers, who has been engaged in
soldier relief activities during the last
four years, said that the plight of 500
or 600 patients at the Fox Hill hos¬
pital Is "truly terrible.'' She was glad
to know, she asserted, that the Gov¬
ernment Intended to close It. She urged
the committee to place the expenditure
of funds for soldier hospitalization in
the hands of the War Veterans Bureau
and to eliminate the "red tape" In the
administration of relief. She alao
recommended that a. tubercular hospital
be b'jilt «bove sea level.
Hanford MacNider, national com-

cander of the American Legion, urged
the passage of the Langley bill. In a
statement which he read to the com¬
mittee he denounced the "farfning out"
system, under which care and treatment
is accorded the sick.

MRS. OBENCHAIN TELLS
OF KENNEDY'S SLAYING

Accused Weeps Relating
Story in Own Defense.

Los AN0Et.ES. March 9..Mrs. Mada-
lynne Obenchaln. faltering and weeping
to-day In testimony In her own defense,
told her story of the slaying of 3. Belton
Kennedy, her sweetheart, for whoa*
murder she Is being tried. Two shots
were fired at him from the dark In
front of his summer cottage In lonely
Beverly Glen, she said. Then two per¬
sons she could not Identify flitted jjnst
her and disappeared. She and Kennedy
went to the cottage at the tatter's sug-
gestion, she said.
This was In contradiction of the

State's theory that Mrs. Obenchaln per¬
suaded Kennedy to go to the Glen and
that hv arrangement with her Arthur
0. Burch, eodefendant, lay In wait.

Facing a crowded courtroom. Mrs.
Obenchaln related her love affair with
Kennedy. She told of meeting hltn five
years ago and of her subsequent ac¬
quaintance with him. Interrupted for a
brief period In January, 1919, when she
rr.arrlod Ralph E. Obenchaln. But she
communicated with Kennedy again
after a few weeks and finally obtained
a divorce from Obenchaln. She denied,
however, that Kennedy refused to marry
her. asserting that he Importuned her
to consent to a secret marriage and that
shortly before the tragedy he threatened
to kill her If she would not marry him.

Mrs. Gbenchaln testified that during
the week after Bureh's arrival they
were together much of the time. She
sakl they took numerous automobile
rides together. In response to direct
question* she said they never went to
Beverly Glen and that she never told
Burch Where Beverly Glen was.

BONUS SEEKERS SET BACK
IN ORDER BARRING LOANS
\

mitted to attend the sessions of the
committee for the firat time and make
known their objections to the certifi¬
cate loan plan, which are both positive
and convincing.
They will demand the dropping of

the certificate loan scheme and the
adoption of the Democratic policy of
using the interest on the foreign debts,
which also has been declared to be im¬
practical by executive officials.
There is no question that the bill

framed by the Republicans of the!
Ways and Means Committee will be
changed in a good many respects. At-
tempts will be made to devise machin¬
ery to "jimmy open" the banks for the
unpopular loan certificates. Other
changes to "make the scheme more at-
tractive to the ex-service men" also
will be proposed.

Service men as a rule express little
enthusiasm for the decision to drop!
the cash payment feature of the origi-;
nal bill and to limit the distribution of
"ready money" to a comparatively
small number of men who would re¬
ceive less than $50 for their war ser¬
vices.
The prospects are that Mr. Fordney

and the other Republican bonus legis¬
lators who consented to drop the cash
payment feature will have their hands
full trying to mollify the indignation
of the claimants. V ,

The immediate cash benefits pro¬
posed under the certificate loan plan
will not exceed $16,000,000 the first
year. The simplest form of arithme-
tic shows this amount to be an in¬
finitesimal percentage of the $1,000,-!
000,000 of national bank money that
bonus claimants expected in that'
period.

Tli'j cash distribution proposed by
the Fordney bill for the first year is
scarcely discernible when compared
with the $5,000,000,000 of Government
money that the ex-service men ex-

pected to fall into their hands at the
maturity of the certificates}
Viewed by the most philosophical of

bonus claimants, the latest Fordney
plan will have to be patched up a good
deal to make it as "attractive" as the
bonus legislators want to make it
seem.
Members of the lower house whose

only concern is to get the bonus busi¬
ness out of the way with the least
damage to thedr prospective political
ambitions are beginning to reflect a

degree of exasperation against Mr.
Fordney that will further add to the
troubles that await him.

Dangers of Certificate Plan.

They had been led to believe that
the certificate scheme was a genuine
inspiration, whereas it turned out to
be just a rush of blood to the head.
The members who want to record

themselves as friends of the "soldier
boys" and who are not all particular
as to how they do it are beginning to
question the wisdom of Mr. Fordney
and his associates on the Ways and
Means Committee.
The farm bloc, which is (he most

powerful group now operating in Con¬
gress. is proceeding with extreme cau¬
tion in approaching the certificate loan
plan. Comptroller Crlssinger's state¬
ment that he will prevent national
banks from investing In the certifi¬
cates has made a deep impression on
them. His decision confirms in every
respect the analysis made by Senator
Glass, the creator of the Federal Re¬
serve system. Senator Glass declared
the c ertificate loan plan would empty
the banks of money needed to finance
local agricultural, industrial and com¬
mercial ventur*.
Farmers who# complain that they

find it difficult to secure banking ac¬
commodations under present condi¬
tions are writing their Representa¬
tives to oppose the latest Fordney
scheme. The position of the farm
bloc was described to-day by one of
its leaders as "conservative." He
elucidated his description with the
statement that "we are certainly not
going to be for any bill that makes It
harder for farmers to get money. Be¬
fore we commit ourselves we have got
to be shown."
The Democratic position seems to

b« that party policy will compel the
rejection of the certificate loan plan
on at least two grounds. One is the'
effect on the business of the country;
the other is that Mr. Fordney and his
associates "have made the bonus a

party measure."

Heart Ion In the Semite.

Reaction against the Fordney bill In
the Senate lias become so pronounced
that Its rejection by that body Is a
foregone conclusion. The Senate Fl-
nance Committee, to which a bonus:
bill passed by the House will be re-
ferred. views the certificate loan plan
as entirely unacceptable.
Sentiment amonK the members of

the upper house supports the position
of the Finance Committee. Almost
one-half of the Senators have already
declared themselves in opposition to
the certificate loan plan, and more
will follow when the measure comes'
before them. They withhold the an¬
nouncement of their position at tht»!
.present time solely because they du
not want to be annoyed by the de¬
mands and threats of bonus claimants.
Bonus members of the House who

correctly appraise the Senate situa¬
tion made threats to-day that they
would "keep Congress In session until
the bonus bill Is passed If we have to
sit here ul| summer." The only retort
Senate leaders made whs "the Senate
can stand It If the House can."

FORDNEY WILL RUSH
VOTE ON BONUS BILL

To Pass It, He Says, for 'Hu¬
manitarian Reasons.'

Chicago, March #..Declaration that
the soldiers' bonus would he passed for
humanitarian reason* and not as a
political measure was made by JosephW. Fordney/ chairman of the House1
Ways and Means Committee. In a speech
before a meeting of the American
Wholesale Lumber Association to-day,

Medical Corps Post
Again Opposes Bonus

CADUCEUS POST, NO. 818, of
the American Legion, on
whose membership rolls ap¬

pear the names of more than 500
prominent physicians, surgeons and
dentists who served in the Medical
Corps of the army and the navy
during the war, at a meeting In the
New York Athletic Club lust eve-
ring voted unanimously in opposi¬
tion to any payment of cash bonus
or adjusted compensation to able
bodied ex-service men.

SENATE FINDS FUNDS
TO FIGHT SMUGGLING
Story in 'Now York Herald,*
Bead Into Record, Brings
$100,000 Amendment.

Big: Reduction of Immigration
Inspection Forces May Now

Be Avoided.

Defending' bia arguments by reading

extracts from The New York Herald.
Senator Lodge (Mass.) succeeded Jn
having an amendment adopted to-day
to the appropriations bill providing
$100,000 for immigration inspectors for
the fiscal year 1922.
"The appropriations for the Immigra¬

tion service were so inadequate," said
Senator Lodge, "that they would be
obliged, between now and the first of
July, to lay off most of the force by
furloughlng them for two weeks or a

month at a time, and it will reduce it
from a force which numbers only 1,200
men to from 400 to 700 men.

"The service is now inadequate, and
tills layoff can have but one effect.an
Increase In the smuggling in of Immi¬
grants who are barred by law and an
increase in the number of immigrants
illicitly coming into the country.

"I read an article in The New York
Herald because It expresses what has
happened."
Senator Lodge then read into the rec¬

ord the article which told of the order
to reduce the force of inspectors because
of restricted Congressional appropria-.
tions, and of the activities of smugglers
along the coasts and the Mexican and
Canadian borders, who passed along
word that "the lid was off."

Proceeding, Senatdr Lodge, said:

It Is very serious. Of course Boston is
one of the large immigration ports and
I have heard from there as well as
from other points with regard to the
situation. I do not say anything about
the hardships to the men in the serv¬

ice, which la very great, but to break
up the service and furlough inspectors,
to take away the men from the
smaller ports, can result in nothing but
the admittance of Illicit immigrants in
large numbers who ought to be ex¬
cluded."

Senator Smith (S. C.) interrupted
Senator Lodge to say that In his opinion
in place of laying og immigration lnspec-
tors we ought to have an Increased and
more efficient force.

Senator Lodge said that Is absolutely
right. "The present law instead of
requiring a smaller force requires a
larger force," he said. "I refer to tlio
regular force. The regular appropria¬
tion is altogether too small. This year
the estimate is $4,050,000, while the
bill allows $3,300,000, and here is the
force which is of the greatest service to
the protection of the country cut down
In a perfectly stupid, ruthless way."

DENBY WOULD CLOSE
NEWPORT NAVY STATION
Washington, March 9..Concentra¬

tion at the Hampton Roads, Va., naval
base of all naval training now done ofl
the Atlantic coast and the abandonment
of the Newport, R. I., station in the
interest of economy was urged by Sec-
retary Denby to-day before the Senate
Naval Committee.
He told the committe that enlistments

of approximately 42,000 men were ex-
pected In the fiscal year 1923, due to
chnnge* in terms of service due to the
war. He added this estimate was based
on a navy of 96,000 men.

Discussing further the concentration
of the training work at Hampton Roads,
Mr. Denby told the committee that fa¬
cilities already exist there for the train¬
ing of about 12,000 men at one time,
while at the Rhode Island station per¬
manent arrangements are available only
for 2.600 men. He further asserted that
while temporary quarters were built at
Newport during the war to cate for
8.500 additional, no valid reason existed
for the Government paying two sets of
overhesd expenses.

Mr. Denby said, in reply to questions,
that the department, however, had no

thought of the transfer of the naval
war college from Newport.

DEATHS BY FAMINE
IN RUSSIA 200,000

Dr. Semashko Estimates Total
Much Under That of

Dr. Nansen.

Moscow, March 9 (Associated Press).
.The total deaths among the famine
stricken people thus far should be 200,-
000 if the ratio of deaths in the Ufa
province, one of the worst stricken dis¬
tricts. is maintained elsewhere, says an

estimate of Dr. Semashko, Soviet Com¬
missar of Health. He said that in Lfa,
from the commencement of the famine
until February 22, 16.S69 deaths from
famine and diseases emanating from the
famine, not including typhus, had been
registered.
This report represents the first ap¬

proximately accurate figures of the
actual deaths due to the famine. It
reveals a total much under the widely
quoted estimates of Dr. Fridjof Xansen.
Dr. Semashko placed the total number
of famine stricken at between 12,000,000
and 13.000.000, and said that accord¬
ing to pessimistic estimates there were
2j,000.000 persons affected. He added
that the province of Ufa holds at least
one-tenth of the total of the famine
stricken and that if the death rate in
Ufa is maintained or Increased for a
vear the total deaths would be between
*1,000.000 and 2.000.000. The distribution
of the American Relief Administration
food which had been landed would
tremendously aid the situation.

Dr. Semashko declared that typhus
was decreasing, but he added: "We fear
cholera and other diseases in the spring.
Cholera already has appeared in Kieff.
Ekaterlnoslav and Voronezh. We are
taking all possible precautions. It Is our

plan to isolate victims of the disease,
to watch the railways and rivers and to
administer vaccine, of which we have a
sufficient supply.
"We already have purchased S.nno.-

000 \ gold rubles worth or medicines;
abroad. This is about 25 per cent, of
our needs. Five million dollars worth
of medicine would save the situation.

SAY GERMAN STUDENTS
ARE UNDERNOURISHED

Physicians Thank Quakers for
Work and Ask More.

BER1.1V, March 9 (Associated Press), jThe German Physicians Association,
comprising 40.000 members, has Issued
a resolution ot tnanks to the Quakers of
the United States lor feeding German
children. The resolution urges "our
American friends not to grow weary,
for need remains and your work snould
continue until the German people, par¬
ticularly children and students, receive
sufficient nourishment."
German societies are now making ef¬

forts to relieve the condition ot uni¬
versity students, many of whom, it Is
asserted* have not tasted meat for
weeks. They go without breakfast ana
eat thin soups for lunch and dinner.
These university students present a piti¬
able appearance. Their clothes are
natched and they have holes In their
shoes. They are plale and look under¬
nourished.
Health statistics issued to-day show

that out of forty-six cities which have
more than 100,000 population there was
Increased mortality in thirty-six and
decrease in eight.

GOOD LIQUOR THERE,
BUT NO PLESIOSAUR

Best Drinks in the World, Says
f

Professor Who Hunted Mon¬
ster in Patagonia,

Amherst, Mass., March 9 (Associated
Press)..If any of the pleaiosaurlan
monsters are still alive in Pataeonla,
their forefathers must have had a busy
time wiping out their tracks and chewing
up their skeletons for the last 10,000,000
years, said Prof. P. B. Loomls, geologist
at Amherst College, to-night in com¬
menting upon the reported discovery of
a live plesiosaur down there.

Prof. Loomls conducted for Amherst
College the last skeleton hunting expedi¬
tion of American scientists to Patagonia
in 1911. He talked with the many
traders and travelers in the lake region
wtiere the discovery was reported, but
never heard a hint of the existence of
the plesiosaur.

Prof. Hatcher of Princeton, now dead,
in a book describing his discoveries dur¬
ing three years of search through Lake
Argentina, Buenos Aires, Martin and
Viedma never once mentions hearing of
the plesiosaur. I
The plesiosaur was distinctly a marine

form of life. Prof. Loomi* said, and could
not exist in fresh \yater. The plesio-
saur's remains have been found almost
entirely in Europe, although some' have
been discovered in deep sea deposits in
Montana and Wyoming, but none in
Patagonia.
"The vagueness of the report from

Patagonia prevents any accurate esti¬
mate of what Prof. Onelli of Buenos
Aires says was seen," said Prof. Loomis,
"but if anything was seen it must have
been the head and long neck of some
water snake, probably the anaconda,
common in that region."
New York scientists who attribute the

discovery to the potency of Patagonlan
liquor may not be far wrong. Prof.
Loomis suggested. Ho asserted that the
best liquor on earth was to be found
there even before the da^'S of prohibi¬
tion in the United States.
"Just before my arrival in Patagonia,

in 1910," he added, "an English expedi¬
tion, financed by Sir Arthur Pearson
and headed by H. Hesketh Prlchard,
P. P.. G. S., spent about a year trying
to discover a mylodon reported to be
alive in the same lake region of Pata¬
gonia. The mylodon is a big ground
sloth of the Pleistocene period, about
000,000 years ago. In this instance a Dr.
P. Amechino asserted he had seen the
animal, but the explorers could not find
a single bit of evidence to uphold his
statement. About $10,000 was sunk In
this expedition."
